insurance rates, particularly for 
United States flag ships, were an- 
nounced to ocean shippers today 
by American marine insurance un- 
derwriters. 

“British successes against Italy 
are largely responsible for the re- 
ductions,” explained an underwrit- 
er’s official.

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UNCLE FILES SUIT 
TO BREAK WILL OF 
RUBERT CONROY IR. 


Alleges Nephew Was of 
Unsound Mind When He 
Bequeathed Most of 
$850,000 to Charities. 


Suit to set aside the will of Rob- 
ert T. Conroy Jr., whose $850,000 


estate was left chiefly to five St. 
Louis charitable institutions, was 
filed today in Circuit Court by 
Robert T. Conroy of North Easton, 
Mass., an uncle. 

Conroy, who was bequeathed $1, 
alleged his nephew was of un- 
sound mind and was incapable of 
managing his own affairs. He also 
charged that Conroy, who shot and 
killed himself last June 17, did not 
have “sufficient understanding to 
know the nature and extent of his 
property.” 

The bulk of Conroy’s estate, after 
bequests totaling $35,000 to rela- 
tives in Ohio, was left to the St. 
Louis Altenheim, the Jewish Wel 
fare Fund, Father Dunne’s News- 
boys’ Home, the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, and to Welcome Inn “or 
its successors.” A defense fund of 
$15,000 was set up in the will to be 
used in the event of a contest. 
Conroy, who was a member of the 
family which owned the old Conroy 
Piano Co., also provided that if any 
beneficiary contested the will his 
Share should go to the Republican 
National Committee. The commit- 
tee is named as a defendant in the 
petition which was filed by the law 
firm of Fordyce, White, Mayne, Wil- 
liams and Hartman and the Cincir- 
naiti law firm of Robert Taft. 

Russell E. Gardner Jr., broker. 
ard Alfred Murphy, were named 
executors of the estate. An inven- 
tory filed in Probate Court by the 
executors listed the value of Con- 
Yroy’s estate at $300,465 but the at- 
torneys for the executors ~ stated 
the actual value of the estate would 
be about $850,000 if the holdings 
were listed at market prices instead 
of par value. The executors, as 
well as the charitable institutions, 
are named also as defendants in the 
action.

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Effort to Oust Murphy to Go On 
Despite Court Decision for Him 


Baron Says School Board Can Amend Petition 


or Appeal From 


Judge Padberg’s 


-Demurrer Ruling. 


Further action to remove Richard 
Murphy from membership on the 
Board of Education was contem- 
plated today by Max G. Baron, pres- 


ident, and Emmet T. Carter, at- 
torney for the board. Circuit Judge 
Eugene L. Padberg, on the eve of 
his departure from the bench, sus- 
tained Murphy’s demurrer to the 
board’s ouster suit Tuesday. 

Baron said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “The board does not have 
to abide by the court’s decision.” 
On the recommendation of its at- 
torney, the board can file an 
amended petition to the ouster suit 
or it can appeal from Judge Pad- 
berg’s decision to a higher court, 
Baron, a former Circuit Judge, 
said. 

Carter said he would examine 
the court’s ruling and then report 
to the board. 

“The sustaining of Murphy’s de- 
murrer does not dispose of this 
matter,” Baron asserted. “I would 
like to see the suit determined on 
its merits. There will probably be 
a special meeting of the board 
soon to deal with the teachers’ pen- 
sion bill. We can deal with this 
matter at the same time.” 

Mark D. Eagleton, former presi- 
dent of the board, in whose name 
the suit was brought, said, “I think 
it advisable to appeal. That would 
accomplish the original purpose of 
the suit and also would have the 
highest court determine whether 
board members can be removed 
for business dealings with the 
schools.” 

Long Under Advisement. 

Judge Padberg wili leave the 
bench Jan. 6, having been defeated 
for renomination in the primary. He 
told reporters he had not decided 
whether he would return to his for- 
mer occupation of druggist or 
would practice law. 

He had Murphy’s demurrer un- 
der advisement for more than five 
months before announcing his de- 
cision. No memorandum setting 
forth his reasons was attached to 
the Murphy motion. Only the words 
“defendant’s demurrer sustained” 
were written across the paper. 

In arguing for dismissal of the 
suit, Murphy’s lawyer, Fred M. 
Joseph, who is the city’s lobbyist 
at the State Legislature, asserted 
the complaints against Murphy 
were based on events that took 
place before his present term of 
membership began, July 1, 1938. 
Murphy has been on the board 27 
years. 

Basis of Board’s Suit. 
The board’s suit was based on a 


State law prohibiting School Board 
members from doing business 
directly or indirectly with the 
school system. Murphy sold more 
than $150,000 in unlisted stocks and 
bonds to schoo] relief and lunch- 
room funds controlled by his old 
friend, Supermtendent Henry J. 
Gerling. As a result of the specula- 
tion, Gerling was ousted. 

The suit against Murphy, brought 
June 3, charged he “abused his 
trust” and was “guilty of gross mis- 
conduct” in office. Murphy was 
severely censured in the report of 
the April term grand jury, which 
pointed out that Festus J. Wade 
Jr. & Co., employer of Murphy, 
made a gross profit of more than 
$14,000 in a series of 36 transac- 
tions with Gerling and half of the 
profit went to Murphy. The school 
funds lost $8423 in those deals. 

Seldom in Attendance. 

Murphy has taken almost no part 
in school affairs since the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed last Janu- 
ary that he had sold large amounts 
of “cats and dogs” to school funds 
at prices which had no relation to 
true market values. From January 
to July, he attended no board or 
committee meetings. In the last 
five months, he has been present 
at only two or three meetings. 

Almost a year ago, Murphy an- 
nounced he would probably resign 
from the board “within a year.” 
Filing of the ouster suit, how- 
ever, made him determined not to 
resign. But he appears to have 
lost the influence which made him 
the dominant member of the 
School Board for 10 years. His 
term expires in 1943,

Laclede Company Says 
Skid Chain Was Thrown 
Across Circuit Links — 
Police Inquiry Sought. 


Theaters, hotels, apartment 
buildings and residences served by 
the Laclede Power & Light Co., 
in the north-midtown area were 
darkened for 52 minutes last night 
following a breakdown in ditsribu- 
tion facilities said by the company 
to have resulted when an auto- 
mobile skid chain was thrown 
across bus bars at the outdoor 
sub-station at Evans and Sarah 
street. 

In a statement the company said 
the power failure was caused by 
the “deliberate act of a vandal” 


which caused a short circuit, and 
added that police and Federal au- 
thorities had been asked to investi- 
gate. The power went off at 8:20 
and was restored at 9:12. 

A. G. Baker, secretary-treasurer 
of the company, said the chain was 
thrown over a high steel wire fence, 
The bus bars are exposed copper 
strips connecting various circuits 
and are supported by steel frame- 
work. 

At the Fox Theater the power 
failed while the picture “Chad 
Hanna” was being shown. Per- 
formers in the stage show and 
members of the Will Osborne or- 
chestra were hastily assembled 
and ushers summoned from the 
Missouri and St. Louis Theaters 
nearby. While ushers held flash- 
lights, the orchestra played and 
Osborne led the audience in sing- 
ing. 

Hotels affected were the Roose- 
velt, 4903 Delmar boulevard: the 
Fairgrounds, 3644 Naturad Bridge 
road; the Parkedge, 4907 West Pine 
boulevard, and the Westgate, 706 
North Kingshighway. Candles were 
hastily placed in the lobbies and 
sent up to rooms. With elevators 
out of service, residents were 
forced to climb stairs. 

Telephone calls to the power 
company to complain and find out 
when power would be restored 
swamped the Forest, Jefferson, 
Franklin, Newstead and Evergreen 
exchanges. Many callers unable

CITY TO SEEK AUTHORITY 
TO INSPECT MOTOR VEHICLES 


Mayor Dickmann Says Legislation 
Will Be Sponsored to Aid 
Traffic Safety. 


Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day the city would again sponsor 
jlegislation in the 1941 session of 
the legislature to enable the city 
to require regular inspection of 
motor vehicles, to promote greater 
traffic safety. 

Commenting on the three traffic 
fatalities in the city over the 
Christmas holiday, the Mayor de- 
Clared that the inspection law was 
necessary if the city’s traffic rec- 
ord is to improve. He said there 
should be two inspections a year, 
to ascertain whether vehicles were

Similar legislation was defeated 
at the last three sessions of the 
Legislature, principally because 
members from rural districts felt 
the regulation would be too strict, 
the Mayor said. He added that 
St. Louis should have the right to 
establish an inspection law apply- 
ing to its own Pesidents.

This time there was little feeling 
of brotherly love on either side; 
too many people had been maimed 
and slaughtered in the Germans’ 
attempt to blast England off the 
map. Graduates of the Hitler 
Jugend (Nazi Youth Organization) 
were too thoroughly impressed by 
the alleged determination of the 


| British to exterminate Germany as 


'a nation.

|ALK OF LIMITING 
DRAFT 10 MEN, 21, 
HELD PREMATURE 


Early by at Least Three 
Years—Officials Want to 
Avoid High Casualties in 
Single Group. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
Military authorities said today that 
discussion, in and out of Congress, 
of a proposal to limit conscription 
to 21-year-old men was premature 
by at least three years. 

Earlier adoption of such a plan, 
they contended, would jeopardize 
an unfairly large proportion of the 
men in one age group. 

“If we got into war in the near 
future with our army built up on 
that basis,” one high-ranking draft 
official said, “the bulk of the cas- 
ualties would be among 21-year- 
olds—because they would be the 
most numerous group.” 

It was primarily to avoid such 
a contingency, officials asserted, 
that the existing draft law was 
made to apply to men between 21 
and 36, although another impor- 
tant reason was to make available 
alarger poo of man power. 

Many army experts concede that 
the conscription of men by indi- 
vidual age groups—Europe’s mili- 
tary class system—has advantages 
over that in effect here. They 
point out, however, that the Euro- 
pean plan is basically a permanent 
system of compulsory military 
training, whereas the United States’ 
draft law was designed to create 
an army in a relatively short pe- 
riod. 

“Three years from now,” one of- 
ficial said, “when we have trained 
approximately 2,400,000 men rang- 
ing in age all the way from 21 to 
36, we probably could safely adopt 
years old. Of course. if we could 
the plan of calling only those 21 
be sure that we were not going to 


‘War, we probably could do it now.” 


Some members of Congregs have 
been advocating revision of the 
draft law to adopt the European 
class system, but there has been 
no indication whether such a plan 
would pass. 

Proponents of the class system 
contend that it would cause less 
economic disturbance by bringing 
men into the army before they have 
started their business careers, and 
would result in fewer rejections for 
physical unfitness. 

About 1,300,000 youths become of 
age in this country every year. 
While authorities expressed doubt 
that this group could safely be de- 
pended on to provide 900,000 men 
for a year’s army training, the 
maximum that can be drafted in 
any year under the present law, 
they said that difficulty could be 
overcome by permitting the train- 
ing of youths to start any time 


after they reach 18.

Suspensions of Work Also 
Far Less Numerous Than 


in 1939, Labor Represen- 
tatives Say. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
Strikes in the last six months of 
industrial preparedness for nation- 
al defense have been far less nu- 
merous than in the same period of 
1939 or the war year of 1917, labor 
representatives in the Government 
reported yesterday. 

They said that final figures 
would not be compiled until after 
the new year begins, but that pre- 
liminary estimates showed a “tre- 
mendous” decline in strikes com- 
pared with the period when the 
country was at war. 

The labor representatives fore- 
cast that an expansion of the 
Labor Department’s conciliation 
service and of the Defense Com- 
mission’s “trouble-shooting” staff 
would be relied on, at least for the 
time being, to avert work stop- 
pages in defense industries during 


1941. 

But consideration was being 
given also, they said, to other pro- 
posed systems if labor disputes be- 
came numerous. Among them is 
the Railway Labor Act and the 
machinery it provides for the set- 
tlement of railroad labor contro- 
versies. 

Under the rail labor law, the 
President may appoint. special 
boards to investigate labor-manage- 
ment deadlocks, and strikes or 
lockouts are forbidden for 60 days 
thereafter. The investigators then 
file a report on the merits of the 
case, and this may be made public. 

The law also provides for exten- 
sive preliminary efforts to mediate 
or adjust controversies before re- 
sort is made to a presidential 
board. 

Labor spokesmen in the present 
national defense setup said that 
the strikes at the Vultee Aircraft 
Co. of California and the Alu- 
minum Co, of America’s plant at 
New Kensington, Pa., were the 
only serious ones in the last six 
months affecting the defense pro- 
gram. 

Labor Department conciliators, 
whose members are being increased 
seek to bring employers and work- 
ers to terms by conferences. In- 
formally, Daniel W. Tracy, former 
head of the AFL’s Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and now Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor, has been 
taking a hand in some such efforts. 

If conciliation fails, the Defense 
Commission’s labor division, headed 
by Sidney Hillman, _ sends a

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 26 (AP).— 
A five-day manhunt in two states 
for the killer of a Georgia high- 
way patrolman ended here with 
a youthful escaped life-term con- 
vict, who had played a desperate 
hide-and-seek with bloodhounds 
and posse, charged with murder. 

Georgia Public Safety Commis- 
sioner Lon Sullivan said the man, 
booked as Charles Coates, 28 years 
old, admitted he shot Patrol Cor- 
poral W. F. Black at Ringgold, Ga.., 
Friday night after Black stopped 
him for reckless driving. 


Sullivan asserted Coates, weak- 
ened by loss of blood from deep 
facial gashes and by hunger and 
exposure, fell to the ground near 
Decatur, Tenn., early last night 
and surrendered without resistance 
to members of a posse that had fol- 
lowed a trail through the hills of 
North Georgia and East Tennessee. 
A loaded .38 caliber revolver was 
found in his tattered clothing. 

Leaps from Auto. 

The capture came soon after the 
fugitive leaped from a stolen auto- 
mobile when cornered by Georgia 
and Tennessee officers and ran into 
the heavily-wooded hills. The car 
careened from the road and was 
wrecked. 

Two possemen with bloodhounds 
overtook him. The fugitive was 
turned over to Sullivan and brought 
here. 

“I don’t know why I shot him 
(Black),” Goates said.

Native of Missouri. 

Sullivan said the prisoner told 
him he was a native of Missouri 
and had escaped with two other 
men from the Buchanan County 
(Mo.) jail last month. Coates said 
he had been sentenced to life as a 
habitual criminal, the commission- 
er asserted. 

The prisoner told Sullivan his 
criminal career began because he 
“had things too easy as a youth—I 
stole food, but there wasn’t any 
need to because I was well-off and 
wasn’t hungry.” 

Coates was shot at twice during 
the chase, but was not wounded 
The gashes on his face were suf- 
fered when he fell against a barbed 
wire fence, 

A woman who left in the car 
when the state trooper was killed, 
was held in jail at Dalton, Ga., for 
Federal authorities. A suitcase 
found in her possession contained 
narcotics, police said.

tween units of the invading Ital- 
ians. “My battalion was 20 miles 
below the Kalamas, in one place, 
and his battalian was in the other, 
but there were big gaps between 
us,” he explained. 


This Colonel’s mentality strongly 
resembled that of many Fascist 
Lieutenants with whom I have 
talked. He made the extraordinary 
claim that Italy had only 20,000 
men'in Albania when the war be- 
gan, but he did not attempt to 
defend his statement when he was 
reminded of the names of six divi- 
sions from which prisoners had 
been taken during the first three 
weeks of the invasion. 


People Didn’t Want War. 


After refusing to admit that the 
Italians are now facing the prob- 
able loss of all Albania, the Colonel 
said: 

“Italy can still mobilize many 
more men. We have not used all our 
forces yet. We have simply been 
late getting started.” 

The other Lieutenant Colonel 
dodged a direct answer to a ques- 
tion about what the effect on Mus- 
solini’s position would be if Italy 
lost both Albania and Libya, by 
replying: 

“As an Italian, I must hope we 
will not lose them.” 


He also avoided expressing an 
opinion about who was responsi- 
ble for the war on Greece, but ad- 
mitted that “the Italian people did 
not want it.” 


Younger men and officers frequent- 
ly assured us that “our propa- 
gandists said that the British were 
already in Greece, so we thought it 
must be true.” A remark often 
heard has been: “We only knew 
what our propaganda told us.” This 
accompanied an attitude indicating 
a very considerable lack of faith 
in the Fascist press and the utter- 
ances of Fascist leaders. 


Greeks Praised as Valorous. 


The more straightforward Colonel 
described the Greek troops as 
“most valarous.” He cited inci- 
dents of sacrifice in their conduct 
which aroused his admiration. He 
said he had never received any of- 
ficial notification of Marshal Pie- 
tro Bagdoglio’s resignation up to 
the time of his capture, which was 
this morning. (Badoglio resigned 
Dec. 6.) . 


Among the prisoners was one 
wounded private from the Siena di- 
vision, who explained: 


“We had no food, no good clothes, 
nothing—so why fight? We threw 
our arms away. The others all ran 
away and left us wounded behind.” 


The large number of Italian com- 
mon soldiers which we have seen 
unanimously reveal, by their atti- 
tude, that the Fascist troops have 
no heart for war against Greece 
and are most seriously lacking in 
the fighting spirit. They are a 
bewildered, disillusioned and dis- 
tressful lot. They have the appear- 
ence of cowed animals. 

Italians Dine With Greeks. 

I have seen two incidents in con- 
nection with Italian prisoners 
which should be recorded. In a 
public réstaurant in a Greek town, 
behind the front, a_ restaurant 
crowded with Greek officers and 
soldiers and a number of British 
flyers, I was amazed to see six Ital- 
ian officers dining calmly at a ta- 
ble. They had been brought to the 
restaurant under guard of a single 
Greek soldier and were feeding 
heartily on beefsteak and all the 


|best food available for Greek offi- 


cers. 

Some of them dismissed this un- 
usual favor as something which, of 
course, Italians would naturally do 
for any officers which they took 
prisoner, 

Last night I arrived unheralded 
in Agisaranti. An hour later I en- 
countered a funeral procession con- 
sisting of a full company of Greek 
soldiers firing through the main 
street. In their midst they were 
bearing a’ coffin draped with the 
Italian flag. ‘They were burying, 
with military honors, an Italian sol-

CUT RELIEF COSTS 


Increased Employment Un- 
der Preparedness Pro- 
gram Cited in Comment 


by Legislators. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
Increased employment under the 
defense program was viewed by 
several Senators today as making 
possible a reduction in relief spend- 


ing. 

Congress voted $975,000,000 to the 
WPA for the present fiscal year, 
but decided that the entire appro- 


priation could be used before next 
March 1. A substantial appropria- 
tion probably will be necessary to 
continue relief payments to July 1. 
Senators Adams (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee which handles 
relief appropriations, told report- 
ers: 

“It would seem—with people go- 
ing back to work under the defense 
program—there might be a very 
decided cut in relief expenditures.” 
He said, however, that WPA fig- 
ures indicated that only one person 
was taken off relief for every three 
jobs created in private industry. 
He added that many persons on re- 
lief rolls were not qualified for jobs 
in defense industries. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
acting minority leader, asserted 
that there should be a substantial 
reduction in non-defense expendi- 
tures, but added that “relief is the 
poorest place to begin.” Many fam- 
ilies still are in need, he gaid.

When Germany crushed France 
and the Japanese moved southward, 
Thailand demanded the return of 
what it considered its own terri- 
tories in Western Cambodia and 
Laos. At that time the Vichy Gov- 
ernment declared these demands 
were inspired by Japan. They led 
to border clashes, then intermittent 
warfare in which each side has 
used warplanes freely to bomb the 
cities of the other in “reprisals.” 

Indo-China’s sBituation is made 
more tragic by the differences that 
divide all Frenchmen these days 
over the question of loyalty to the 
Vichy Government or to the “free 
French” cause of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle. Gov. Decoux supports 
Vichy, but the French community 
in Indo-China, especially in the 
south, contains many De Gaullists. 


ROME SAYS ITALIAN SUBMARINE 
SANK BRITISH LIGHT CRUISER 


Also Asserts Two Large Steamers 
Were Victims of Its Un- 
der-Sea Ships. 

ROME, Dec. 26 (AP). — Italian 
submarines were credited today by 
the high command with sinking a 
British light cruiser in the Central 
Mediterranean and two large 
steamers in the Atlantic, while Fas- 
cist warplanes were said to have 
bombed a British warship in a 
North African harbor. 

The same submarine which the 
high command said sank the two 
steamers in the Atlantic by shell- 
fire also hit another vessel with 
a torpedo, a communique declared.

HE advertisement headline 
“Salvage Sale—You Know Why” 
in a London newspaper means 
somebody’s store has had a bomb 
visitation, but the censors are not 
yet permitting that bombing to be 
advertised publicly. 
People are not seen running 
away from the scene of a bombing, 
but head toward it, carrying shop- 
p-ng bags. 
Right now there are Christmas 
shopping crowds in Oxford Street, 
Regent quadrant, Knightsbridge 
and Kensington High street. And 
the show windows have the same 
“Santa’s coming” look to be found 
on any American maix street from 
New York’s Fifth Avenue to San 
Francisco’s Post street. 
To be sure, there’s this differ- 
ence: Sometimes you have to move 
up to a little three-by-five window 
to get the benefit of the full dis- 
play, for much of the large plate 
glass is gone. 
On the other hand, plenty of it 
is left, and attention still is paid 
to trick moving displays and to 
lighting effects which operate right 
up to blackout time. 
You might think the stores would 
have mostly the warming appli- 
ances and shelter conveniences 
which have been in demand during 
blitzkrieg months. If so, you will 
be amazed to see that delicately 
wrought Sheffield silver still glis- 
tens under the electric lights, that 
jewelry displays are as alluring 
and colorful as ever and that pot- 
tery, china and glassware in new 
shapes and colors spreads over 
whole departments. 


Appearance of Plenty. 

There is no outward appearance 
of scarcity in the piece goods and 
ready-to-wear departments. It is 
only when you seek a particular 
pattern or run into clothing mate- 
rials cheapened by the rationing of 
wool and silk at the factories that 
you- feel the effect of war. But 
there are plenty of alternate weaves 
and patterns and there is still a 
lot of pre-war fabric on the market. 
Perhaps, it should be noted here 
that the production of cheapened 
fabrics does not extend to the ex- 
port trade. The home folks are ac- 
cepting less wool to the yard so that 
quality can be kept up for sale 
abroad to win the dollars and other 
foreign currencies which in turn 
are needed to win the war. 

One thing which interests me 
greatly is the way the sports goods 
departments keep going. Whether 
you want a set of golf clubs, a bil- 
liard table, a soccer football, shiny 
new cricket wickets, a tournament 
croquet set of selected goods, an 
archery target or a Canvas canoe 
for the Thames, it is all spread 
ott before you. 

And I have seen no very notice- 
able change in the art materials 
departments. You can buy a sketch- 
ing chair complete with easel as 
easily as you can buy an extra 
blanket to use in your shelter. 
They are still making and selling 
the elaborate hand-carved frames 
for your finished picture, refusing 
in the English manner to use plas- 
ter and composition substitutes. 
You might think the recurrent

You can 
get teakwood benches and tables 
made from old ship’s wood as you 
always could, along with bird baths,

Gardens Still Popular. 

All of England is not in the bomb- 
torn areas and gardens are as much 
loved as ever, even in London. The 
rose which withstands months of 
bombing is valued more than ever. 
The departments devoted to knit- 
ting wools are larger than usual 
and just as colorful, though prices

Knitting goes on everywhere, and 

the girls still sew socks for soldiers, 
notwithstanding she may live inthe 
front-line trenches of this war 
while the soldiers are in peaceful 
rural areas. They also knit shelter- 
wear for themselves in between the 
socks, scarves and balaclava hel- 
mets. 
I suppose it seems shocking to 
some that a London woman should 
be in a pet shop seeking a showy 
toy for her Pekingese, while, sev- 
eral blocks away, in a rubbish pile 
that was yesterday a sturdy build- 
ing, grim Air Raid Precautions 
workers and army engineers search 
for bodies. 

But it is all part of the stubborn 
determination to carry on as usual 
and let Hitlerian terrorism upset 
no more of the usual procedures 
than is necessary. No good would 
be served by the woman with the 
Peke getting in the way of the 
methodical workers, and she'll 
probably be doing her stint in a 
canteen, driving an official car or 
reporting to her first-aid post or 
ambulance station by night. 

Shopping in London these days 
goes on from store opening to store 
closing and store hours have been 
adjusted so that shoppers and 
sales people have time to get to 
their shelters before the nightly 
bombardment is too far advanced. 

This was not so at the beginning 
of the air raids. It was then the 
rule to usher out those customers 
who wanted to leave and herd the 
rest, with the employes, to store 
shelters, leaving only that part of 
the staff assigned to A. R. P. and 
fire watch duties, 

That, however, annoyed the pa- 
trons. It stifled business. It was 
letting Hitler disrupt everything, 
just as the English supposed he in- 
tended to. So most of the big stores 
began to keep doors open and to 
make use of store-wide signals or 
loud speakers which warned all 
when there was really imminent 
danger. It developed this danger 
was very rare in the daytime. 

Even when the danger comes to- 
day, some stores merely evacuate 
the vulnerable areas. Shopping may 
continue elsewhere. You are un- 
molested if you are in the bargain 
bnsements. You are usually able 
to get your shopping done on the 
main or ground floors, sirens or no 
sirens.

AVING carefully weighed the 
Hoavantages and disadvantages 

of a break with Marshall Henri 
Philippe Petain, the Germans seem 
today to have decided that it is bet- 
ter to continue work with the 
French chief of state than to add 
to their present responsibilities by 
complete occupation of a hostile 
France. This seems to be the con- 
census in French circles here to- 
day. 

Admiral Jean Darlan, Secretary 
of State for the Navy, has left for 
Paris by special train. Darlan is 
reputed to be on good terms with 
the Germans and on equally good 
terms with Pierre Laval, former 
Vice-Premier and Foreign Minister. 
His presence in Paris seems proof 
that no crisis in French-German re- 
lations is likely to arise just now. 

There still is talk of a reshuffle 
in the French Cabinet. In informed 
circles it is pointed out that a re- 
shuffle was necessary even before 
Laval was deposed Dec. 13. Some 
Ministers are considered to be too 
“reactionary,” thereby presenting 
obstacles in the path of French re- 
generation—for France does not 
wish to be backward socially. 
However, a reshuffle does not ap- 
pear to be imminent. It seems like- 
ly that Petain will wait a few 
weeks before announcing it. 


French Fleet a Factor. 


How and why last week’s crisis 
reached today’s relative calm is 
clear enough. The total occupation 
of France could have only one re- 
sult—dissidence of the whole of 
North Africa and immediate de- 
parture by the French fleet for 
free ports. 

Perhaps this possibility may not 
actually have been discussed be- 
tween the French and Germans, 
but many hints to that effect have 
appeared in the French and foreign 
press which can not have been 
overlooked by the Germans.

Few Bombings. 

I don’t know why they should 
seem more preoccupied than others, 
unless it’s because they are closer 
to Germany.

Recovery After the War. 
To the Editor of tne Post-Dispatch: 


HE plan for a commission to go to 
work at once on plans for recovery 
from the effects of war after the war is 
over is the best single idea that has been 
presented. A. W. JAMISON, 
Fayetteville, Ark. : 
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St. Louis seems at last to be wakening from its 
years of civic lethargy, to begin a new and better era 
of its history. There are indications of a widespread 
determination that the title, “A City in Decay,” ap- 
plied a year ago in a magazine article that had na- 
tion-wide circulation, must be supplanted by some 
such appellation as A City Rejuvenated. It is not 
over-optimistic to say that the first steps toward such 
a rejuvenation have been achieved, and that others 
are well on the road to accomplishment. 
First and foremost, this city’s greatest news of the 
year is the notable decrease in the smoke plague 
that was gradually strangling it to death. Even the 
most optimistic do not say that the new ordinance 
and its enforcement have as yet conquered smoke, 
but its substantial diminution, after three months of 
the heating season, is obvious to every citizen. 
The effects of this achievement are already no 
ticeable. The absence of the usual dense and choking 
smoke palls has made this a more ‘inviting city in 
which to live, to visit and to do business. New 
interest is stirring in close-in residential properties 
that had long been a drug on the market. Smoke- 
ridden cities all over the country are paying close 
attention to the experiment here. 
Yet even if the smoke blanket is permanently ban- 
ished, only a start will have been made in restoring 
vitality to the city. For smoke was merely the 
major contributory factor toward the widespread 
blight that has been dragging St. Louis down for 
years, and that is responsible for its loss of popula- 
tion, its fall from seventh to eighth place among 
American cities, as shown in the 1940 census.

The city cannot afford to pat itself on the back 
over the anti-smoke campaign’s results and return 
to placid slumber—not so long as the downtown dis- 
trict continues to have its present huge proportion 
of vacant and shabby buildings, not so long as thou- 
sands of its people live in dingy tenements, not so 
long as traffic congestion prevails and the population 
continues to shift into the county while the blight 
within our boundaries spreads like a cancer. 
Steps are being taken toward eradication and con- 
trol of that blight. The Memorial Plaza and Aloe 
Plaza developments have supplanted nine decaying 
city blocks with inviting parks and attractive pub- 
lic buildings, with the distinctive Milles sculptural 
group at the west end. Now Mayor Dickmann pro- 
poses that the three blocks of aging structures sep- 
arating the two plazas be torn down, thus opening 
up a new vista and creating a civic center that few 
cities in America could rival. 
The riverfront improvement has resulted in the 
clearing of 40 city blocks, mostly of dilapidated and 
unsightly buildings, and an area of green parks is 
to take their place. 
All the decaying civic tissue cannot be cut out in 
this way, however; much of it must be replaced by 
healthy new tissue if the patient is to survive. Such 
replacement is the goal of an unofficial commit- 
tee of downtown business men who are attacking the 
problems that afflict the central district. St. Louis 
has the biggest ratio of office building vacancies of 
any American city, and a high percentage of vacant 
store properties. Many of the occupied structures are 
obsolescent and unattractive. Traffic grows more 
congested, parking more difficult. If the very heart 
of St. Louis is not to succumb to blight, promp 
and vigorous steps are necessary. ,

The attack is being pressed from several angles. 
The modernization of buildings is being studied in- 
tensively, with the experience of Oakland, Cal., 
which rehabilitated its downtown section by this 
means, as an object lesson. Plans for speeding up 
transportation and providing’ more parking space, 
to make access to the central area more convenient, 
are being considered. On the agenda of things to 
come is the long-discussed widening of Third street, 
to transform the present bottleneck into a broad 
artery for traffic from the north and south ends of 
the city. Similarly, future extension of the Express 
Highway from Vandeventer to Third street is vis- 
ualized as a quick route for travel from the West 
End and the suburbs.

- Habitations as well as business centers are part of 


on Louie peelen. The blight has stricken areas 


of dwellings even more severely than it has hit com- 
mercial zones. Slum clearance is the objective of the 
two FHA projects whose construction is soon to be- 
gin: Carr Square Village, for 658 Negro families, and 
Clinton-Peabody Terrace, for 657 white families. 
The‘clearing of 16 slum blocks for these enterprises 
is sure to be followed by raising the standards of.the 
surrounding area, as other cities have found, and a 
resultant arresting of civic decay to that extent. 

Many persons employed downtown will rent apart- 
ments close to their work if attractive housing is 
ayailable, as the experience of Neighborhood Gar- 
dens, virtually 109 per cent occupied, has shown. 
Hence the new project announced recently for a 
privately owned housing development in the central 
aréa, to cost about $4,500,000, cover 15 blocks and 
accommodate some 900 families. The plan is receiv- 
ing sympathetic consideration from the new FHA ad- 
ministrator, and his approval will, it is hoped, mean 
an 80 per cent first-mortgage loan, with $900,000 to 
be raised by the business group sponsoring the plan. 
It is an ambitious undertaking, but with great pos- 
sibilities for rehabilitation of the area, since so large 
a colony of residents would enhance its standards by 
creation of a whole new neighborhood. 

; - * + 

An even more ambitious project than this has been 
proposed for the future by Mayor Dickmann: no less 
than the razing of 150 city blocks or more, in the 
district bounded by Chouteau, Cass, Jefferson and 
Grand, followed by replanning of streets and con- 
struction of modern homes. Such a plan would be 
very costly, to be sure, but there can be no denying 
Mayor Dickmann’s observation that people would 
live in this convenient location if the surroundings 
were pleasant and the smoke curse eliminated. 

Another instance of the keen public interest in 
charting the city’s future is the warm debates that 
have taken place in the last few days at hearings on 
the new St. Louis zoning plan, worked out by the City 
Plan Commission in a study of more than two years. 

The problem of preserving areas of homes from 
the incursions of business structures and apartment 
houses is acute in the average city. Both home own- 
ers and business men have a great deal at stake in 
the defining of boundary lines and restrictions. It 
is proper, therefore, that the City Plan Commis- 
sion’s proposals should be submitted to intensive 
public scrutiny, and the opinions of citizens be placed 
on record as a guide for the Board of Aldermen, 

Growing decentralization is a trend that creates 
problems in every American city. St Louis cannot 
expect to stop the migration to the county that has 
come with quick transportation. But it can slacken 
that migration by checking its major cause, the 
spreading blight of the metropolitan center. That 
is what Mayor Dickmann meant when he said the 
other day: “We must learn to rebuild our cities, 
rather than expand them.” 

- * * 

Mere expansion means the abandonment of an 
older district when blight takes hold, followed by the 
opening of new developments, which in turn also de- 
cay as the process of migration proceeds. The 
cost, both economic and esthetic, of such a wasteful 
process is tremendous. For St. Louis to tolerate it 
longer would be to sacrifice taxable assets, to lose 
businesses and industries that mean the livelihood 
of thousands, to sink into a state of progressive 
ugliness and decay. 

It is a sign of civic virility that this trend is being 
resisted in our city. Creative imagination, embody- 
ing sweeping changes far into the future, is being 
put to work. Inertia is being overcome, selfish inter- 
ests are being routed. It is highly reassuring that 
the smoke program is not regarded as an end in it- 
self, but merely as the beginning of a greater con- 
structive plan. 

That way lies municipal rejuvenation. That way 
lies the rise of a greater, happier, richer city where 
the rivers meet, a thriving:modern metropolis domi- 
nating the great workshop and granary that is the 
Middle West. 


Forward, St. Louis! 


JUDGE PADBERG’S DISMISSAL OF THE MURPHY CASE. 
A deadly blow would be dealt to the good name 
of the Board of Education, and to the public’s 
confidence in the board, if Judge Padberg’s ruling 
upholding the demurrer plea in the Richard Murphy 
ouster suit were allowed to stand. It will not be 
allowed to stand without a fight, President Max 
Baron indicates today. Whatever the result of 
carrying the action further, there will be at least 
the distinct gain of having so important a case 
tried on its merits, rather than dismissed with a 
three-word ruling, as Judge Padberg did. 

Surely the people were entitled to some explana- 
tion of the dismissal in this notorious case. Judge 
Padberg had plenty of time to draft a statement 
outlining his reasoning, for he had sat on the case 
for five and a half months after the hearing last 
July. Yet he did not consent to a public trial, he 
did not explain his decision, he reserved his ruling 
until within a few days of his term’s expiration and 
he announced it on Christmas eve, a moment when 
public opinion would be most likely to overlook it. 

The ruling in no way changes the facts of Mur- 
phy’s admitted connection with ex-Superintendent 
Gerling’s speculations with school funds, nor does 
it alter his unfitness to continue as a member of 
the board. The April grand jury’s severe censure 
of Murphy’s actions still stands, and also the con- 
demnation of his fellow board members as ex- 
pressed in their decision to file suit to oust him, 
the first such action in 25 years of board history. 
The board now is doing fts duty in continuing the 
fight to remove from public office the man who 
over a long period grossly abused his trust.

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AN EVER-SHRINKING WORLD. 

Everyone who visited the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition in St. Louis in 1904 and looked on the amazing 
gathering of many nationalities from around the 
globe knew that the world had been brought closer 
together than ever before. But something else re- 
duced the distances even more about that time— 
the celebrated 478-day trip around the earth of Ed- 
ward J. Bell, traveler and explorer who has just 
died in Philadelphia at the age of 86. In a few 
years, transportation facilities were so improved 
that Bell could retrace his steps in 126 days. 

And yet how ancient and outmoded that achieve- 
ment becomes when set against Howard Hughes’ 
flight around the world in three days, 19 hours and 


17 minutes in Juiy, 1938. From New York back to 
New York by way of Paris, Moscow, Omsk, Yakutsk, 
Fairbanks and Minneapolis—14,824 miles for an aver- 
age speed of 161 miles an hour. It isn’t the old world 
we are living in, but then it never has been, as Globe- 
trotter Bell knew in his day and Aviator Hughes so 
dramatically demonstrated in our own.

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AN EASTERN FRONT NOW? 

The cables bring the news that Germany is moving 
20 divisions—300,000 men—across Hungary. But there 
is only speculation as to the objective of this army. 

The least likely of the suggested probabilities is 
that the force is needed for the policing of Ru- 
mania—a country in which Hitler is said already to 
have at least 100,000 soldiers. 

It seems a little more probable that the move- 
ment is a preliminary to the invasion of Bulgaria. 
From that country, the Nazis could, of course, go 
to the rescue of their doleful ally, Mussolini, by 
striking at the rear of the Greek forces that are now 
badgering him in Albania. From Bulgaria it is also 
possible to launch an attack on Turkey on the way to 
Britain’s Levantine oil ports—a rich prize for the 
Germans, but obviously not one to be easily won. 

And then there is the possibility of an end to 
the swords’ point neutrality of Russia. The Soviets 
have been something less than allies of the Nazis. 
Apparently they have not furnished Germany with 
supplies, especially grain and oil, in anything like 
the expected quantities. And what is more, each 
time the Germans have moved East, beginning with 
Poland, they have found Russian troops drawing 
a line beyond which they might not push. That 
must have been a little humiliating. 

However, in view of everything that Hitler has 
said about a two-front war, it is difficult to believe 
that he would undertake one now. He still has 
Britain to deal with. It is just as difficult to be- 
lieve that Moscow is about to precipitate a test at 
arms. But it is a possibility. The Italian reverses 
have weakened the prestige of the Axis. They have 
uncovered its feet of clay. Even Vichy is going 
through the motions of defiance. Why not Moscow? 

The trouble with this theory, however, is that the 
Italians have suffered reverses—not the Germans. 
So there is little to do in attempting to evaluate 
this latest Nazi maneuver except to wait for the 
troop trains to reach their destinations. 
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The Nazis have decided that all Berlin night-spots 
will have to close at the usual 11 o’clock hour New

Unions must purge selves of abuses or face regulation, newspaper 
says; cites excessive initiation fees, boss rule, monopoly and waste 
work as examples; points to Government action that came when 
stock exchanges and utilities, despite warnings, failed to clean house.

LEAN house, labor unions—or it will be 
CC cieanea for you. 

The Record gave the same advice to 
the New York Stock Exchange 10 years ago. 
It didn’t take it—and got the SEC. 

If the Stock Exchange had acted in time, 
it could have written its own rules of fair 
practice and avoided Government regulation. 

Self-regulation is preferable to Govern- 
ment regulation. Nobody denies that. But 


‘the big business boys who complain about 


Government interference forget that they 
had the opportunity for self-regulation and 
refused to accept it. 

Will labor take that lesson to heart? 

The Record has been a consistent cham- 
pion of labor organizations. That’s the reas- 
on we feel it our duty to issue this warning. 
Labor unions must guard themselves against 
practices which are undemocratic and di- 
rect contradictions of the spirit and purpose 
of unionism.

To be specific: 

Item 1: Excessive initiation fees. One 
of the Philadelphia truck drivers’ unions 
recently increased its initiation fee from $25 
to $300. Some unions charge as high as 
a thousand dollars to “belong.” This is an 
outrageous form of monopoly. Unions should 
charge no more than nominal initiation fees, 
if any at all. 

If the unions do not stop this form of ex- 
tortion, they invite legislation which will 
compel them to accept, without initiation 
fees, any applicant who qualifies in skill 
and character. 

Such a law would weaken unionism. It 
would allow an unscrupulous employer to 
pack a small union with his own men and 
control it. But such a law is sure to come 
if the unions stick their chins out by ex- 
acting a king’s ransom as the price of a 
job. 

Item 2: kExacting fees from workmen 
who are not members of the union. Certain 
unions have set up the practice of collect- 
ing license fees from occasional and special 
workers whom they do not wish to accept 
as members of the union, We believe this is 
illegal. Certainly it is immoral. A union 
should collect money only from its own vot- 
ing members. If the unions do not discon- 
tinue this practice it will be done for them 
by the long arm of the law. 

Item 3: Totalitarian union government. 
Some unions have by-laws and regulations 
which give the president or business man- 
ager of the union the absolute power of a 
dictator. The rights of the minority as well 
as of the individual are not protected in any 
way. No provision is made for appeal from 
the ruling of the union boss. Anyone who 
dares to voice an objection from the floor 
of a union meeting is either beaten up or 


kicked out of the union, or both. No proper 
accounting or auditing of the finances of the 
union is required of its officers. 

Some unions even go so far as to prohibit 
any meeting of a group of members to dis- 
cuss union affairs except at the call of the 
officers. If a minority group is caught 
meeting to discuss union affairs, they for- 
feit membership. The Bill of Rights, with 
its guarantee of free speech and free as- 
sembly, does not extend within the walls of 
such totalitarian unions. 

Unions must apply to themselves the same 
democratic processes and “rights of man” 
which they require of their Government. 

Item 4: Combinations of labor unions 
with capital in restraint of trade. The ma- 
jority of our citizens are pro-union today, 
but nothing will so alienate public opinion 
as the spread of the system by which cer- 
tain unions enter into agreements with their 
employers to kill off all competition. 

The employer who isn’t in the charmed 
circle can’t get workers. This is absolutely 
illegal. Thurman Arnold is making a vali- 
ant effort to break up this criminal prac- 
tice. But even more important than stop- 
ping such conspiracies by law, is that union- 
ism itself should take a stand against such 
combinations. 

Item 5: Waste work. Despite the pres- 
sure of intensive defense armament, the 
five-day, 40-hour week should be maintained. 
But the unions cannot hold this position if 
they continue to waste labor and money by 
uneconomic rules. A typical example is 
the stagehands’ union, which requires a 
crew of men to be employed by a theater 
whether there be any scenery to shift or not. 

~ . * 

The above are the most obvious dangers 
to free unionism in this country. CIO and 
AFL should, either jointly or separately, 
adopt constitutions which would provide 
effective, ethical codes for unionism and 
compel their affiliates to enforce them. 

Most unions are fair and decent, but it is 
not enough for the decent unions to lift 
their skirts and walk on the other side of 
the street. Their position in the community 
will be weakened, if not destroyed, by the 
few unscrupulous unions who make a rack- 
et of their organizations. 

The unions must take a leaf from the ex- 
perience book of the utilities. The majority 
of utility corporations did not indulge in 
such trickery as made the names of Hopson 
and Insull notorious. But utility leaders 
failed to realize that one bad apple can 
spoil the barrel—and now they have the 
Wheeler-Rayburn Act. 

Unionism must choose between self-reg- 
ulation and Government regulation. It can't 
avoid both. The Record is for self-regula- 
tion. 


What Men Can Do for Themselves

HIS is a story about a group of under- 
privileged men and women, and what 
they did about it. 

The principals in the story are 24 Mil- 
waukee taxicab drivers and their wives. 
They decided some time ago that they would 
like to have homes of their own. But since 
the wages of taxi drivers are not exactly 
munificent, the idea of home ownership 
seemed an empty dream. 

However, the leader of the group, a young 
man named Larry La Rue, wasn’t one to 
give up easily. He found a plot of 17 acres 
on the outskirts of Milwaukee which ho 
thought would be an ideal site for his taxi- 
cab drivers’ housing project. The others 
agreed with him. It was priced at $4000— 
a bargain. 


The men pooled their savings, got a little 
help from their own thrift organization, and 
made a down payment. A contract was 
signed to pay the balance “on time.” By 
next June, if all goes well, the land will 
be entirely paid for. 

The 17 acres have been split into 32 half- 


acre plots (one half acre being set aside for 
roadway). One will go to each present 
member of the co-operative, and there will 
be nine left to sell to other drivers later. 
The mere fact that 24 houses are planned 
for the area has already upped real-estate 
prices in the vicinity, and probably, by 
next June, the 24 drivers will be able to 
build houses valued at $3000 to $5000 without 
much, if any, further “down” payment. 

That’s all there is to the story. We 
think it is worth telling because this low- 
income group is going ahead on its own, 
without any subsidy from the Government. 
We believe the men and women who live in 
those new homes, when they are completed, 
will be mighty proud of the fact that they 
did it all themselves.

an operation for removal of a kid- 
ney. He was 71 years old, and was 
active in business until his serious 
iliness began a month ago. 

Mr. Mepham was president of 
the Southern Traction Co., which 
planned to operate electric cars 
between St. Louis and East St. 
Louis over the Municipal Bridge, 


_ |formerly called the Free Bridge. 


The traction company obtained a 
50-year franchise for the use of the 
bridge as part of its proposed route. 
Political complications, and the de- 
cline of interurban electric- trans- 
portation, caused the plans for op- 
eration to be abandoned. 

Earlier, Mr. Mepham had an 
active part in bringing into St. 
Louis the McKinley System, now 
the Illinois Terminal Co., which 
built, and still operates its own 
bridge and independent terminals. 
In 1914 he entered the field of 
utility promotion in the East, and 
made his home in New York most 
of the time thereafter until 1934, 
when he returned to St. Louis. He 
was interested in terminal proper- 
ties at Bayway, N. J., and in the 
Claybourne-Annapolis Ferry Co., 
which established a route across 
Chesapeake Bay between the Mary- 
land east and west shores. 

After returning to St. Louis, he 
undertook promotion of the Black 
River Hydraulic Electric Co., 
which planned a hydro-electric 
power dam on Black River, near 
Piedmont, Mo. This plan was sup- 
erseded by a new Government dam 
in the same area. 

Mr. Mepham lived at 2605 Gurney

LOWEST PRICE IN HISTORY 
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Present Defense Program 
Is Given as Reason for 


Change by West Point 
Officials. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., Dec. 26 
(AP).—For the first time since the 
early days of football at West 
Point, Army’s team will be directed 
by civilian coaches next fall, The 
defense program has brought about 
the change. 

Earl (Red) Blaik, former Army 
player and coach who is quite 
familiar with the Army system and 
regulations, will return from Dart- 
mouth, where he has been head 
coach since 1934, and bring his 
entire staff of assistants. 

The staff includes Harry O. 
(Fats) Ellinger, Army guard in 
the early 1920’s, and Frank Moore, 
trained by Captain “Biff” Jones, 
former Army head coach, so there 
won’t be a complete break with the 
Army tradition of graduate coach- 
ing. Others coming from Dart- 
mouth are Andy Gustafson, back- 
field coach, and Averell Daniell, 
assistant line coach, both Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh graduates. Train- 
er Rollins Bevans also will make 
the change. 

Reason for the Change. 

In announcing the break in the 
policy of having officer-coached 
teams, Brigadier-General Robert L. 
Eichelberger, military academy 
superintendent, said yesterday: 
“the uncertainty of being able to 
secure the desired army officer 
football coaches during the existing 
national emergency was one factor 
considered in making the change.” 

The coaching shift was indicated 
recently when Captain Bill Wood, 
who coached the unsuccessful 1940 
team, was assigned to active duty. 
At that time, Blaik appeared the 
only Army-trained coach available. 
Jones and Maj. Bob Neyland, com- 
fortably situated at Nebraska and 
Tennessee, respectively, showed no 
interest in the job. 

Blaik, who obtained his release 
from his Dartmouth contract to 
accept the Army post, explained 
that “in these times to return to 
West Point is not only a challenge, 
but a duty and a privilege.” There 
was no indication of what steps 
Dartmouth authorities would take 
to replace him. 

In Army Two Years. 

Blaik was graduated from the 
military academy in 1920, served 
two years in the Army, then re- 
signed. to go into businesss. He 
returned to West Point in 1927 
and served as backfield coach dur- 
ing the head coaching regimes of 
Jones, Maj. Ralph Sasse and Lieut. 
Garrison Davidson. He left after 
the 1933 season to become Dart- 
mouth’s head coach. Ellinger, who 
was not commissioned after his 
graduation from West Point be- 
cause of physical disability, turned 
to football coaching and came back 
in 1928, serving as line coach 
through 1933. 

Gustafson also is a member of 
Blaik’s original Dartmouth staff. 
Daniell joined it in 1938. Moore, 
who will coach the ends, played 
under Jones at Louisiana State and 
later coached under him at Okla- 
homa University. He joined the 
Blaik staff last season.

Split Fingernails 
By Patricia Lindsay 


F your nails have the habit of splitting you should learn 
| how to mend them with cement and tissue. There is no 

necessity for cutting them off to finger level, if you have 
nursed them along to an attractive length. You go through 
the first steps of a manicure — 
the shaping, removing the polish, 
pushing back the cuticle and a 
scrubbing—then you begin the 
mending job. There is a nail ce- 
anent which comes in a small tube 
and boasts the name of a woman 
who is a leader in nail care. This 
you squirt over the split nail, take 
off the surplus with an orange 
stick and allow it to partly dry. 
Separate a tiny piece of ordinary 
face cleansing tissue—you use 
® Se only one layer—and pat it onto 
eae the cement, over the split, and 
PATRICIA LINDSAY with cuticle scissors trim it off 
along the nail edge. Allow the cement to thoroughly dry 
before covering the tissue with colorless nail polish base. Over 
this goes a thick coat of dark polish or two coats of a lighter 
shade. You see the polish must be opaque so the mend 
will not show. Relax for at least 15 minutes to give the 
nail coatings sufficient time to dry and set. You might 
find that you will need assistance for mending your right hand 
but you should be quite capable of mending a split nail on 
your left hand. 
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A SPLIT NAIL can be a great expense if you go snagging 
your best hose with it or pulling a thread in a gown. It is 
silly to allow a split to go unmended in the last instance and 
not very clever to let your nails get in a condition so they 
eplit easily, in the first instance. When your hair gets very 
dry and begins to fall out you say, “I must be run down 
for my hair is in a terrible state.” Well, when your nails 
split frequently you might take that as a sign of subnormal 
health too, and get busy and do something about the con- 
dition. Doctors admit that some climates are drastic on 
nails but they also admit that a woman can discover her 
vitamin deficiency and correct it by taking concentrated cap- 
sules, Foods containing iodine—such as fish and toma- 
toes—should be eaten and sometimes painting the nail with 
a diluted iodine solution seems to help.

T was merry Christmas for the 
| nundred families on the LaForge 

Resettlement Project, their third 
since they entered the Promised 
Land provided for them by the 
Farm Security Administration. And 
yet “merry” was not quite the 
right word. It was something deep- 
er than that, a serene happiness 
and contentment with the greatest 
of gifts, homes and food and se- 
curity, things that were unknown 
and not even hoped for when they 
were sharecroppers wandering in 
the wilderness. 

On their first Christmas, in their 
new homes, it seemed like a mir- 
acle and they called it that. The 
miracle was the theme of the home- 
made play that they gave then, 
something like a new nativity, and 
there was a brave whimsical note 
in it, too. Maybe, after all, it was 
only a dream from which they 
would wake. Well, it was some- 
thing to have had a dream like 
that and the waking reality would 
not be so hard to bear because 
they would have the dream to re- 
member. ; 

It was make-believe, that first 
Christmas play, though it dealt 
with the hard facts of the life 
that they had known before the 
miracle happened and touched only 
lightly the new life that had come 
to them. It was such a fragile 
thing that they almost feared to 
put it into words. 

It is different now. This year’s 
Christmas play, though a mystic 
thread ran through it, dealt with 
the realities of life as the colonists 
have come to know it, and their 
determination to. guard it against 
every danger, touching only lightly 
upon the hardships of their share- 


cropper days.

EVELOPMENT of a new 

measles vaccine and its suc- 

cess in clinical trials on a 
small group of children was 
announced. New evidence of 
the importance of thiamin, or 
vitamin Bil, not only for pre-

Sulfathiazole was announced 
as an improved remedy for 
pneumonia and as a valuable 
remedy for staphylococcal in- 
fections and as a possible cure 
for bubonic plague. 

“Air bends” or aeroembolism, 
occurring in rapid ascents to 
high altitudes, can be prevented 
by oxygen inhalation treatment 
before taking off. 

Signs of heart damage due 
to oxygen lack were discovered 
in flyers at altitudes as low as 
5000 feet. A “pocket size” emer- 
gency oxygen inhalation ap- 
paratus for parachute descents 
from high altitudes was de- 
vised. 

Five groups of eye defects 
significant in certain types of 
work and new tests for detect- 
ing them were announced to- 
gether with a theory of job se- 
lection on an eyesight basis.

A Review of Highlights of Science 


This is the first of a series of articles on the highlights of science for 
the year 1940: 


A serum for treating Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever was de- 
veloped. 

Two kidney extracts were re- 
ported to give relief from high 
blood pressure, 

Successful vein grafting or 
splicing was accomplished with 
the aid of the anti-blood clot- 
ting chemical heparin. 

Sulfanilylguanidine was an- 
nouriced as a promising remedy 
for bacillary dysentery and oth- 
er intestinal infections. 

Test-tube transformation, for 
the first time, of living mam- 
malian cells into cells of appar- 
ently radically different type 
which may be cancer cells was 
achieved by methylcholanthrene 
treatment in search for the se- 
cret of the change of normal 
cells into cancer cells and sug- 
gested that a change in the cell 
membrane may be crucial to the 
transformation of normal to 
cancer cells under chemical 
treatment. 

Cancer-causing substances, it 
Was announced, have been ex- 
tracted from the presumably 
healthy livers of cancer patients 
and, apparently for the first 
time, from human breast can- 
cers. 

Antibodies that.can inactivate 
influenza virus were discovered 
in human nasal secretions and 
seen as a possible protection 
along with a change seen during 
influenza in the cells of respira- 
tory mucous membrane of fer- 
rets. 

Cirrhosis of the liver in rab- 
bits was produced by a diet 
lacking in a substance found in 
yeast and thought to be choline. 

Aluminum treatment of sili- 
ecosis in human patients was be- 
gun with early encouraging re-

I can live only 
where men are willing to work to- 
gether and help their neighbors.” 

Then, one actor who impersonat- 
ed Hans Baasch, director of the 
project from its beginning, spoke: 
“T am glad to see you alive today. 
I shall not always be here, but [ 
feel saf@'in turning over to you the 
task of keeping the spirit of co-op- 
eration and neighborliness alive 
among the families of LaForge. 
I am sure that every family that 
starts out the new year with you 
will stand by you, and I’m look- 
ing forward to the best year 
LaForge has ever seen, because 
you, the Spirit of LaForge, are 
back again.” 

There was a note of sadness and 
regret in the celebration because 
it had just become known that 
Director Baasch, who had led them 
for three years, was going away 
to other tasks. He spoke to the 
people before the curtain rose 
about all that they had been 
through together. , 

“You have come very close to 
my life,” he said. “There are a 
good many things in my life that 
wouldn’t be there but for you. We 
have weathered the storm together. 
You will be able to carry on what 
we have started. You will have 
the guidance of the great Spirit 
of Life who guides us all.” 

At the end of the play, men and 
women crowded about him, thank- 
ing him for all that he had done 
for them and wishing him success 
in the new work to which he had 
been called, and a woman made 
him promise that he would have 
dinner with her family before he 
went away. 

This year’s Christmas celebra- 
tion was held for the first time 
in the new school building, with 
its auditorium and stage, in con- 
trast to the big shed and impro- 
vised stage that had to answer for 
the previous celebrations. 

Though the play was given by 
former shbarecroppers for former 
sharecroppers it put to shame, in 
its taste and its form of 
speech, the books and plays that 
have presumed to present the 
sharecroppers’ way of life. The 
same could not be said of last 
year’s play.

then, who had heard about “To- 
bacco Road” and “Grapes of 
Wrath,” thought it would be a 
good idea to throw in a little plain 
and fancy swearing. And they did. 
The result was not what was ex- 
pected. The audience of former 
sharecroppers was not pleased. 
That sort of thing might be all 
right in high society, but it didn’t 
go at LaForge, where they minded 
their manners. 

When, a month ago, a committee 
met to plan the third Christmas 
play, the question came up. Ab 
Summers, who was to play the 
Stranger, brought it up. “Let’s 
leave out the cussin’,” he said. 
“Everybody knows we can cuss 
without us showing them. It’s all 
right, maybe, when you're handlin’ 
mules out in the field, and amongst 
men when they get together, but 
it’s not fittin’ in public and before 
ladies.” 


Most of the others agreed and 
Christmas 
would be celebrated this year with- 
out cussin’, Some one else sug- 
gested that they lecve complaints 
out of the play. In former plays 
there had been a good many of 
these which were intended to be 
jocular and which won laughs. 
“Of course,” a committeeman 
said, “everybody knows that we’er 
only foolin’ when we drag in com- 
plaints about one thing and an- 
other, but it don’t seem right to 
complain even in fun when we've 
got so much to be thankful for.” 
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HERE. were doubts whether 
T some of the actors, known for 

the fluency of their customary 
discourse, would be able to get 
through the evening without cut- 
ting loose with something that 
wouldn’t be proper in public and 
in the presence of ladies. Only one 
of them so far forgot himself and 
the proprieties of the occasion as to 


interject a “hell” that wasn’t in the - 


script, but he quickly corrected 
himself. “I mean ‘heck,’” he said. 


Persons from a distance who at- 
tended the first Christmas play 
two years ago commented upon 
the changed appearance of the 
members of the audience at this 
year’s play. Two years ago the 
colonists, just beginning to emerge 
from the sharecropper bondage, 
which was the only way of life 
that they had known, stil wore 
the stamp of it in their faces and 
in their garb. Though a better 
day had dawned for them, many 
of them still had the hunted and 
hungry look of the sharecropper 
who doesn’t know whether he will 
have a job when cotton-planting 
time comes around again. They 
were still fearful, not certain 
whether their good fortune would 
last. 

All this is changed now. The 
people of the LaForge Project who 
gathered at the schoolhouse for the 
play were like a gathering of farm 
folk anywhere. From their faces 
had gone the hunted and anxious 
look. They were well nourished, 


sang “God Bless America.” 

This was what LaForg had done 
for them and what the Spirit of 
LaForge was continuing to do for 
them. They had been sharecrop- 
pers, most of them on this very 
land, homeless and hopeless and 
forever in debt to ..e plantation 
owners. Then, three years ago, men 
who spoke in the name of the Gov- 
ernment at Washington had come 
among them offering them new 
homes on the land, mules and hogs 
and a cow, farm machinery, seed, 
sanitation and protected wells, not 
as a gift but as a loan, to be paid 
f Over a period of years. 


ee ae ay 

HEY had caught at the offer 
T eagerly and now for three years 

they had lived in their new 
homes, planted and gleaned, made 
their payments and had been able to 
look the world in the face. Figures 
from the project report for 1940 
shed light upon the transformation 
of the LaForge colonists from 
sharecroppers into self-supporting 
and self-respecting farmer citizens 
with a full acceptance of their 
civic responsibilities. 

Of the 100 families on the proj- 
ect when it started three years ago, 
97 are still there. Tie three fam- 
ilies who, for special reasons, moved 
away, were replaced by others. The 
( svernment’s investment in the 
project is $786,443, represented by 
land and buildings for individual 
farms, operating loans to individ- 
ual families, land and improve- 
ments leased to Co-operative As- 
sociation, operating loan to Co- 
operative Association, and waste 
land. Members of the colony have 
repaid to the Government in three 
years $142,504.52, which is over 18 
per cent of the investment. 

Crops and livestock for 1940 were: 
Cotton, 1503 bales; corn, 14,172 
bushels; hay, 592 tons; barley and 
wheat, 6329 bushels; soybeans, 1400 
bushels; lespedeza_ seed, 75,640 
pounds; cows, 184; calves, 92; sows, 
119; hogs, 527; hogs for butchering 
374; mares, 18; mules, 1° ; new al- 
falfa, 24 acres planted; lime applied, 
699 tons. These results were ac- 
complished on land which, in share- 
cropper days, was given over almost 
entirely to cotton. 

In addition to the above, the 
families on the project have on 
hand, not given in cash value, 4430 
bushels of stored vegetables, 74,000 
pounds of meat butchered on the 
farms and 39,622 quarts of canned 
fruits, vegetables and meats. 

The play was prececed by an 
afternoon Christmas party for the 
140 school children, who sang and 
played games, led by Miss Mary 
Lou Gissal, home supervisor of 
the project, and were visited by 
Santa Claus with gifts for every 
child. 

A Christmas party was also held 
at the new Negro school. Director 
Baasch was there and spoke to the 
parents. 

“We are not celebrating for today 
but for the future,” he said. “Cling 
to what you have won and don’t 
give up. These children of yours

A low spade was immediately led 
from dummy, and when East 
ducked the queen forced West's ace. 
Now came the fatal error. West 
jumped to the conclusion that the 
spade suit was now solid, that de- 
clarer had the K-x left, and that 
the only chance to save the ship 
was to collect a few club tricks im- 
mediately. On that illogical assump- 
tion, he shifted to the club queen. 
Declarer won and laid down the 
ace and king of hearts, then led his 
last spade to the 10 spot. East, on 
winning with the king, could do no 
more than cash the club king. Thus 
the defenders were confined to two 
spade tricks and one club, and the 
optimistic contract was fulfilled. 

West’s diagnosis of the situation, 
when he got on lead with the spade 
ace, was very bad. Declarer had 
bid one, two, and four hearts. Sure- 
ly it was unlikely that he could 
have made all those bids if he had 
held nothing but a good heart suit 
and the king, queen and another 
spade. For West’s plan to work 
out, declarer would have to hold 
three worthless clubs, a very re- 
mote possibility. The more logical 
view was that declarer had at least 
one top club and was attempting 
to establish dummy’s spade suit for 
discarding purposes. If declarer 
had the spade king, successful de- 
fense probably was out of the ques- 
tion. The one hope was that East 
had that valuable card and that de- 
clarer had started with only two 
spades. 

In this hope West should have 
directed his efforts toward isolat- 
ing dummy’s spade suit, that is, 
killing the only potential entry be- 
fore it could be of value. That 
entry was in the trump suit itself, 
It was possible, of course, but not 
likely, that South, as well as North, 
had started with the singleton dia- 
mond. This would have to be 
risked. West, on winning with the 
spade ace, should have led another 
diamond, forcing dummy to ruff 
and thereby shortening its trumps 
so that the 10 spot could not be- 
come an entry after the spade suit 
was established. 

Had West made this not-too-diffi- 
cult play, declarer would not have 
had the faintest chance to avoid 
the loss of two club tricks, as well 
two spades.
